SOME  OF  YOU  READING  THIS  KNOW  WHAT  I  MEAN  (DICK,  TOM,  ROBBIE,  TED, 

JACK,  JOHN)  THERE  ISN'T  ANY  GREATER  THRILI _  IF  THERE  IS,  I  DON'T 

THINK  THAT  I  COULD  SURVIVE  IT’ 

THE  NEW  VARIETY  IS  A  COMBINATION  OF  THE  OBVERSE  OF  1801  S-219/NC-2 
IN  ITS  EARLIEST  STATE  WITH  A  PREVIOUSLY  UNKNOWN  REVERSE  DIE.  THE  REVERSE 
DIE  IS  COMPLETELY  UNLIKE  ANY  OTHER  OF  THE  YEAR.  THE  LETTERING  STYLE  IS 
LIKE  THAT  OF  1799,  THE  UPPERMOST  BERRY  ON  THE  LEFT  INSIDE  WREATH  DROOPS 
DOWN  SIMILAR  TO  THAT  ON  1798  S-187.  THE  MOST  DRAMATIC  CHARACTERISTIC 
IS  A  LARGE  DIE  BREAK  WHICH  EXTENDS  IN  A  SERIES  OF  ARCS  FROM  NINE  TO  ONE
